Lawyers for Henwood Take 
Exceptions to Statements 
Made by Judge as instr 'c- 
tions Are Seen to Be Un- 
favorable to Their Client.

CENVER, Colo., June 2%.—‘‘There is 


no manslaughter in this case,” impres- 
sively said District Judge Greeley M. 
Whit ford in reading the instructions to 
tne jury in the case of Frank H. Hen- 


wood this morning. 
The Court charged the jury that there 
were but three possible verdicts in the 


vase: First-degree murder, second-de- 
gres murder and acquittal. 

‘the jury was also directed that should 
ite verdict be first-degree murder a pen- 
alty should be fixed of either Ife im- 
prisenment or death. Should the ver- 
dict be second-degree murder, the Court 
itxelf would impose the penalty, which, 
under the Colorado statute, is from ten 
yeare to life imprisonment. 

Defense Takes Exceptions. 

The elimination of manslaughter from 
the case caused Attorney John T. Bot- 
tom for the defense to take exceptions. 
tie stated to the Court that he believed

Judge Whitford: spent 5 minutes in 
reading his instructions, emphasizing 
the paragraphs defining justifiable hom-. 
icide and self-defense and murderous 
intent,

‘Meath resulting, although the shot was 
not directed against the person killed, 
constituted a crime of first. degree mur- 
der. In other words, the accidental kill- 
ing of George E. Copeland, for which 
Henwood is being tried, by a bullet in- 
tended for Sylvester L. von Phul, justi- 
fies a verdict of first degree murder, 

‘providing that Henwood intended ma- 
liciously and premeditately ‘to take von 
Phul’s life. 

“No Self-Defense.” 

The Court charged the jury that evi- 
Gence of threats and pistol plays on the 
part of von Phul against Henwood or 
previous quarrels between them, was 
admissible only to show the condition 
of von Phul’s mind at the time the 
shooting occurred. 

When von Phu! knocked down Hen- 
wood in the barroom of the Brown 
‘Palace, but made no further attack, 
which was followed by Henwood fir- 
ing the fatal shots, said the court, 

there was no self-defense, and if 
Henwood fired “deliberately and ma- 
‘ Helously,” the crime was first degree 
murder. 

Previous to the reading of the in 
structions the Court permitted Attorney 
Bottom to recall Henwood to the stand 
for the purpose of identifying one of 
the so-called ‘“‘Mabel” letters supposed 
to have been written by von Phul. The 
letter was ruled out yesterday, and the 
Court reaffirmed this action. 

This letter contains a reference to a 
certain “double-crosser,’"’ who was in the 
habit of visiting the ranch of John W. 

_ Springer, husband of the principal wit- 
ness in the case. It threatened ‘‘to 
knock his biock off." Both attorneys 
admitted that Henwood was not meant 
by the expression ‘‘double-crosser,” and 
the Court held that this being the case 

the letter could have no bearing.

The Hirsch company buys from the 
Government supplies which are no 
lenger in use for the army and sells 
them at retail at a downtown store. The 
surplus stock was carried in the Locust 
street building. L. B. Hirsch of 4 
Washington terrace, president of the 
concern, arrived at the building an hour 
after the collapse. He refused to place 
a valuation on the stock, but said that 
the Burdeau Realty Co. purchased the 
building in 1907 for $32,500. At that time, 
he said, nearly $5000 was expended in 
strengthening the buiiding, and repre- 
sentatives of the Building Commission- 
er’s office examined it and said tt would 
stand a weight of 150 pounds to the 
square inch, 

Only the front wall was left stand- 
ing after the collapse. The other walls 
fell westward and the roof and floors 
fropped. irae gs 

O. O. Petty says that his bullding was 
worth $6000. It was owned by Mrs. 
Flora Slupsky, wife of Jacob. Slupsky 
of 5307 Waterman avenue. Petty esti- 
mates the value of his stock of tires 
and automobile accessories at more than 
$75,000 and says the insurance did not 
cover damage by the collapse of a build- 
ing. 





Firemen Called Out, 

After the collapse an alarm of fire was 
turred in by employes at the Union 
Electric powerhouse a block away. They 
mistook the clouds of lime dust for 
aémoke. Firemen stretched ropes about 
the ruins. 

Mr. and Mrs. William Schorla and 
Mrs. William Halliday fled from the 
rooming house in the rear of the Petty 
plent when the crash awakened them 
and they found their rooms filled with 
Just, which they also mistook for 
smoke. 

Building Commissioner McKelvey, 
after an examination, said the collapse 
of the building was due to overload- 
ing. The front wall and part of the 
east wall, still standing, were ordered 
torn down. The bullding at the corner 
of Nineteenth street, oecupfed as a 
rooming house, was ordered vacated. 

The building to the east, o¢cupied by 
several firms, was pronounced danger- 
ous. The Commissioner did not order 





it vacated, but the Corby Supply Co., 
one of the tenants, took steps to vacate 
at once. There is a craca in one of 
the walls of this bullding, extending 
from the roof to the first floor.

PRICES OF FOOD RISING 


Transportation of Provisions 
Shut Off While Union De- 
mands Recognition.

LIVERPOOL, June 28.—Four thousand 


additional dock hands jotned the strike 
teday and work at the docks here is 
practically at a standstill. The Cunard, 
Canadian Pacific “Railway, Dominion, 
White Star, Ellerman and other com- 
bined lines are all equally affected. 

There is no question of wages involved 
in this extension of the strike move- 
ment. The dock men are fighting for 
tre recognition of their union and the 
ponemployment of nonunionists. 

The crews of the steamer Haverford 
of the Red Star Line and other liners 
at the docks here have deserted their 
vessels jn sympathy with the wharf em- 
ployes. 

Ready to Sail When Men Quit. 

The Haverford was due to sail for 
Philadelphia at noon and all her pas- 


‘| sengers had gone aboard when the sea- 


men, firemen and stewards walked off 
the ship. 

The strikers joined the crew of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway steamer, Em- 
press of Britain, and the combined force 
made a triumphal march from dock to 
dock, calling upon the crews of each 
big liner to join. 

In a short time ‘the movement had 
spread so rapidly that all the transat- 
lantic vessels here were deserted. 


Seamen’s Strike Causes 
Food ig England to Rise. 
LONDON, June 28.—The shortage of 
butter, bacon and eggs, of which enor- 
mous continental supplies are held up 
at Hull by the seamen’s strike, is af- 
fecting the prices of provisions in En- 
gland. Millers are giving notice to 
their staffs to quit work in consequence 
of the stoppage of the supplies for 
wheat and flour. A congestion of coal 
trucks in.all the northeastern ports 
through the inability to load colliers is

WOULD AMEND IT 


Cummins Declares Senate Is 
Abdicating Duties in Blind 


Obedience to Taft. 
CONDEMNS COMBINATION 


Hints That Rich Manufacturers 
Will Be Protected While 
Farmers Must Suffer. 





By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON>: June 28.—Referring to 


the consideration of the Canadian reci- 
procity question as “the drama now 
in progress in the Senate of the United 
States,”” Senator Cummins of Iowa to- 
day delivered a speech on the retiprocity 
bill and offered important amendments 
to its agricultural provisions. 


No attempt was made by the Repub- 
lican 
session to fix a date for a vote on the 
bill. 

Senator Cummins said it was apparent 
Republicans and Democrats favoring the 
bill had determined to submit to the 
repeated statement that the President 
would accept no amendments to the 
Canadian agreement. 

“I make no tomment on this situa- 
tion,”’ said he, “save that it seems to 
me an abdication of the duties of the 
Senate and an abandonment of its re- 
sponsibilities.’’ 

Senator Cummins attacked the com- 
bination of regular’ Republicans and 
Democrats to pass the reciprocity bill. 

The bill, he said, would accomplish 
only two important things: Admit free 
of duty the agricultural products of 
Canada and admit a small quantity of 
wood pulp and print paper. 

After the passage of the bill through 
this combination, Senator Cummins said, 
the Democrats expected to make a com- 
bination. with Republicans. who favor 
tariff revision to pass. other bills. 

“It is perfectly plain to. me,’’ he add- 
ed,

First Husband — Misrep- 
resentation and She Failed 
to Contest. 


AN HEIR IS EXPECTED 


N. M. Bell, Peper’s. Brother-in- 
Law Charges That She Has 
Made Threats. 





‘Mrs. Madeline Peper, whom Adolphus 
Peper’s guardian is suing for the an- 
nulment of her marriage, charging that 
she persuaded Peper to marry her and 
transfer property to her when she knew 
that he was insane, was divorced by heft 
_former husband on the charge that she 
“married him ‘by ‘force and fraud.” 
Mrs. Peper ‘was charged Wednes- 
day by Nicholas M. Bell, -brother-in- 
law of Adolphus Peper, with having 
made threats against Bell and others 
active in the lHtigation against her. 
He said the threats had been made 
in the hearing of persons who had 
told him about them. He had a long 


talk with Chief of Police Young and 
said he was not afraid, but that his 
wife was much, worrled. 

A dispatch to the Post-Dispatch from 
Cincinnati Wednesday stated that Mrs. 
Peper, then Madeline Herbert, married 
John J. Gittiam in Covington, Ky., a 
suburb of Cincinnati, Sept. 14, 1906. 

Gilliam filled suit for divorce Jan. 27, 
1908, alleging that the marriage was 
obtained by force and fraud on her 
part, and that she left him on the day 
of the wedding At the corner of Fourth 
and Scott streets, Covington, and took 
a car to the near-by town of Ludlow. 
She gave no reason, he declared, for 
leaving him. 

Divorce Was by Default. 

Later, he said, she went to Cincinnati, 
and some time afterward she removed 
to St. Louis. She could not be found 
at the time of the suit, and the di- 
vorce was granted by default April 14, 
1908. Gilllam was a carpenter. 

Detectives employed by Peper’s 
guardi4n t6 look up Mrs. Peper's rec- 
ord, have reported that a child was 
born after her. marriage to Gilliam, but 
died soon afterward. 

After learning of the divorce she re- 
sumed her.maiden name of Madeline 
Herbert, and it was under this name 
that she kept house for Peper at 4638 
West Belle place before their marriage 
last October.

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CUT THE WEEDS. 

The Health Department is reported as saying 
that the enforcement of the anti-weed ordinance 
is impracticable, because non-resident owners of 
lots cannot be reached, and the prosecution of 
offenders ties up the small force at the command 
of the department, to the neglect of other im- 
portant sanitary work. 

It is claimed that Eastern cities have no webd 
ordinances and yet are not troubled with forests 
ot noxious weeds. If this is true, it must be be- 
cause the people of those cities themselves keep 
the weeds cut. This is a simple solution of the 
difficulty. If. the residents of St. Louis would 
form enough local improvement associations and 
through such organizations cut the weeds on all 
vacant lots in their vicinity, the Health Depart- 
ment would be relieved of the duty and the city 
would be rid of weeds. 

It may ‘be suggested that if the weeds were 
taken in time, before being permitted to seed 
themselves, they would be entirely exterminated in 
a year or two. The improvement societies could 
then grow grass on the vacant lots and the prob- 
lem would vanish in a most natural way. But in 
the absence of effective voluntary action, we in- 
sist upon the enforcement of the anti-weed ordi- 
nance. | 
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However, we trust that those who profess not 
to like the slogan do not base their objections on 
the belief that St. Louis hasn’t the goods.

The “inside workings” of the Sugar Trust in- 
cluded not only the usual stifling of competition 
and gaining control of rival concerns by’ any 
methods possible, but defrauding the Government 
and influencing legislation. :

Congress can do no better work in conjunction 
with exposing the past of such corporations than 
te prevent secrecy in the future. The modern,
